Greater Trade.

The Georges Philippar ‘was ‘an 


‘labsolutely up-to-date ship with all 


the latest fittings, yet the fire spread 
with lightning rapidity and defeat- 
ed the efforts of the crew, 

That would suggest that some- 
thing more Is needed beyond good 
discipline: and good apparatus,’ but 
no other regulations can be effective 


of international agreement, 

If international agreement is 
reached it will probably affect a 
large number of ships at present 
afloat and popular with their pas- 
sengers.
